Well  I  was  going  to  start  by  going 
into  some  extended  diatribe  extoll- 
ing the  past  glories  of  Rock  &  Roll; 
discarding  this,  I  attempted  a  schol- 
arly critique  of  humor  and  the  lack 
of  it  in  music  recently.  So  anyway 
that  was  too  wierd  and  would 
take  a  lot  of  space.  But  10-CC  is 
a  good  Rock  and  Roll  band  with 
a  good  if  not  strange  sense  of 
humor.  Like  Steely  Dan  is  a  real 
neat  band,  but  their  lyrics  are  not 
quite  lame  enough  to  be  funny, 
right?  The  Mothers  have  the  humor, 
but  Zappa's  music  whilst  being 
very  fine  and  tastey  (?)  and  far 
out  and  like  that — ya  know? — is 
only  sporadically  Rock  &  Roll. 
10-CC,  though,  maintains  some 
nebulous  balance  of  classy  top -40 
Bubble  Gum-dog  shit  (they  even 
look  like  the  Raspberries)  and  have  a 
sincere- but -humorous  approach  to 
the  lyrics  and  arrangements.  The 
sound  feels  a  lot  like  the  Beach  Boys 
with  an  English  accent,  WHATTTT? 
Now  none  of  that  really  makes  sense 
does  it — if  it  does  please  explain  it  to 
me.  That's  the  best  I  can  do  though. 


I  mean,  by  all  rights  I  should  really 
dislike  this  record.  Lover  of  real  hard 
driving  rock  (Midwest  or  English) 
Jazz,  Old  Blues,  C&W,  R&B  etc.,  but 
never  Bubble  Gum  (shiver). 

None  of  this  was  planned  in  ad- 
vance— as  if  you  can't  tell.  But  in  a 
Satori  like  flash  I  just  realized  the 
best  comparison  would  be  to  Jan 
and  Dean.  Now  you  might  not  like 
J  &  D,  and  maybe  didn't  like  them 
14  or  whatever  years  ago.  If  so 
chances  are  you  won't  like  10-CC. 
In  perspective  though  J  &  D  do 
have  some  real  importance  to 
something  or  other.  I  feel  10-*CC 
could  have  a  similar  place  in  the 
music  of  the  70s.  (I  hate  state- 
ments like  that,  they  are  real  lame.) 
I  like  the  record,  and  a-whole- 
pile-a  other  people  who  normally 
wouldn't  do  too.  So  I  guess  at  least 
I'm  not  any  crazier  than  them.  1 
could  talk  about  the  songs  individu- 
ally but  that  would  take  too  much 
effort  so  let  me  just  say  this:  "Nobody 
sends  me  Birthday  cards,  nobody 
sends  me  flowers,  I'm  just  here  for 
operations,  I've  been  out  for  hours 
— "  Hospital  Song  10-CC  cut  3  side  2. 
Bye.
